Ex-President 
Ridicules 
Administra- 


tion's Anti-Trust* Plan and Says 
Democratic Tariff Brought Distress 
Upon Nation. 


Theodore Roosevelt delivered to 


Pittsburgh, Pa.,- Tuesday the first po- 
litical address that has - come from 
him since his re'tura from Brazil. , 


It was divided, generally speaking, 


into three parts—an attack on the 
Wilson administration, an indictment 
of "bosses," and an exposition of the 
principles of the Progressive party. 


During his exposition of the princi- 


ples of the Progressive party the ex- 
president only made the briefest ref- 
erence to Gifford Plnchot's candidacy 
for the United States senate, as also 
that of William Draper Lewis, Pro- 
gressive nominee for governor. 


The administration's tariff laws 


Colonel 'Roosevelt hailed as a colossal 
failure, 
particularly hard upon the 


farmer. 
Its 
anti-trust program he 


branded as an • economic absurdity. 
Its foreign policy he styled aa being 
"wretched," but upon this he did not 
elaborate. 


Tbe Democratic tariff, he Insisted, 


had brought distress upon the nation, 
had not lowered the cost of living and 
had chiefly benefitted foreign rivals of 
American business. 


The solution, he argued, is support 


of the Progressive movement and the 
enactment of laws providing for tariff 
revision by a non-partisan commis- 
sion. 


Of the '%>sses" Mr. Roosevelt said: 
"Messrs. Penrose, Barnes and their 


associates at Chicago, .taking advan- 
tage of the fact that national nomi- 
nating conventions are not protected 
by law, followed a course of conduct 
morally every whit as bad as tnat 
which at elections- result in wrong- 
doers of humbler rank being put in 
stripes. 


"They stole from tbe rank and file 


of the Republican party the right to 
govern themselves, to nominate their 
own candidate 'and promulgate their 
own platform. 
They took this action 


'with the deliberate purpose of elect- 
ing a Democratic president, because 
they Infinitely preferred the triumph 
of their nominal party foes to seeing 
die control, of their own organization 
wrested from their hands by the rank 
and file of their own party. They are 
foes of decent citizenship. Their po- 
litical lives depend upon their keeping 
politics In such condition that decent 
men cannot succeed them and that 
the ordinary citizens cannot get con- 
trol of their own government. 


"Rather than see this control brok- 


en, Pen rose, Barnes and their associ- 
ates deliberately put the Democratic 
organization, and Mr. Wilson. Into 
power at Washington." 


To meet such a situation Colonel 


Roosevelt argued that the voters of 
Pennsylvania 
should repudiate-Pen- 


rose and his nominees and followers 
and further should oppose the support- 
ers of the present administration. 
"Concluding his Indictment of "the 
bosses," he outlined what he styled 
the "specific performances of the Pro- 
gressive party in the matter of state 
and national legislation, and 
again 


took up the tariff question. 


In conclusion the colonel sketched 


the Progressive idea of needed anti- 
trust regulation by properly, empov/or- 
,ed commissions. 
-^ - 


Such a program alone, he contend- 


ed, proved the inadequacy 
of 
the 


Democratic party. He said: 


"It is and always will be the State's 


Rights psfty, 
the 
'Party-Afraid-of- 


Power.'" 


Yet the colonel warned those dis- 


satisfled with the administration not 
through their reesntnient to throw 
their suport to the leaders he had at- 
tacked. To do so, he said, would only 
ensure a continuation of "government 
by convulsidn, of a governmental see- 
saw between two sets of policies."

Pittsburgh, Pa.,' Tuesday the drat po­ 
litical address that haa come from 
him since hts return from BratU. 


ft waa divided, genaratty apeaktng. 
Into three parts—an attack on the 
Wilson administration, an indictment 
of “boaaes,” and an exposition of tbe 
principles ef the Progressive party. 


During bis exposition of the prlnel- 
plea of tbe Progressive party tbe ex- 
prealdent only made the briefeat ref­ 
erence to Gifford Pinchot’s candidacy 
for the United States Beaate, aa alao 
that of William Draper Lewla, Pro­ 
gressive nominee for governor. 


The 
adminiatration’a 
tariff 
lawa 
Colonel -Roosevelt hailed aa a colossal 
failure, 
particularly hard upon the 
farmer. 
Ita 
antt-truat program he 
branded aa an economic absurdity. 
Ita foreign policy he atyled aa being 
"wretched," but upon this he did not 
elaborate. 


The Democratic tariff, ha tnatated, 
had brought dlatreaa upon the nation, 
had not lowered the cost of living and 
had chiefly benefitted foreign rivala of 
American business. 


The solution, he argued, ia aupport 
of the Progressive movement and the 
enactment of lawa providing for tariff 
revision by a non-partisan commis­ 
sion. 


Of the <(^osses” Mr. Roosevelt said: 
"Messrs. Penrose, Barnes and their 
asaociates at Chicago, .taking advan­ 
tage of the fact that national nomi­ 
nating conventiona are not protected 
by law, followed a courae of conduct 
morally every whit aa bad as tnat 
which at electtona result in wrong 
doers of humbler rank being put in 
atripc3. 


“They stole from the rank r.nd file 
of the Republican part;/ the right to 
govern themselves, to nominate their 
own candidate and promulgate their 
own platform. They took this action 
with the deliberate purpose of elect 
ing a Democratic president, because 
they infinitely preferred the triumph 
of their nominal party foea to aeeing 
the control of their own organisation 
wrested from their hands by the rank 
and file of their own party. They are 
foea of decent citizenship. Their po­ 
litical lives depend upon their keeping 
politics in such condition that decent 
men cannot aucceed them and that 
the ordinary cltiaena cannot get con­ 
trol of their own government. 


"Rather than aee this control brok­ 
en, Peurose, Barnes and their asaocf- 
atcs deliberately pjit tho Democratic 
organization and Mr. Wilson Into 
power at Washington.” 


To meet auch a situation Colonel 
Roosevelt argued that tho votera of 
Pennsylvania 
should repudiate Pen- 
roae and his nominees and followera 
and further should oppose the support- 
era of the present administration. 
’ Concluding his Indictment of "the 
bosses,’’ ho outlined what he atyled 
the "apeclflc performances of tbe Pro­ 
gressive party In the matter of state 
and national legislation, and 
again 
took up the tariff question. 


In conclusion the colonel sketched 
the Progressive idea of needed anti­ 
trust regulation by properly empower­ 
ed commiBslons, 
" 


Such a program alone, he contend­ 
ed, proved the inadequacy 
of

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POLAR BE4RS ARC DECREASING 


AT AN, ALARMING RATE. 


Victims of Man's Greed and Dssire for 


"Sport"—Other Northern Animate 


Threatened With the Same 


Pate, It Is Claimed. 


The annual catch of polar bears is 


decreasing every year, because these 
animals are now being hunted about 
twice or three times as much as they 
were thirty or forty years ago, says 
Lorenz Hagenback in the Zoological 
Society Bulletin. From Tromsoe alone 
61 vessels outfitted for Spitsbergen 
and East Greenland in 1913; and be- 
sides other things they have brought 
back seven live polar bears, 125 dead 
fciifcB uud 200 reindeer. Counting the 
vessels leaving from 
Hammerfest, 


Wadsoe and a few less important 
towns also, about 100 vessels left Eu- 
rope in 1913 for the purpose of the 
capture of northern animals. Many oi 
these vessels are provided now with 
motorboats, so as to be able to pene- 
trate farther into the ice. 


In former years there were two to 


three large tourists' vessels leaving 
the port of Tromsoe for the purpose 
of hunting polar bears. Usually they 
were hired by rictf Englishmen, Ger- 
mans or Austrians, and brought back 
from 40 to 60 polar bears shot within 
five or six weeks' time. 


During the last few years the cap- 


ture of polar bears near the east coast 
of Greenland has so greatly decreased 
that in 1913 only'one vessel with tour- 
ists was sent there. The other vessels 
are lying idle, and it is not worth 
"while to equip them. ' 


Since-, 1890 a number of bear hunt- 


ers from Tromsoe and Hammerfest 
have established hunting stations for 
the w.inter months on the Spitzbergen 
islands. 
They consist of wooden 


houses, located at a distance of 100 
or 200 kilometers from each other and 
there are either two or three men at 
each station.1 These men set traps 
and also lay .out poisoned meat or 
seal's bacon. One must reckon, how- 
ever, that fully one-half of the ani- 
mate killed through poison in this way 
are lost, as the polar bear has the 
habit of drawing'near the water if he 
feels sick. Thus it happens that the 
sick animals are drowned or frozen 
fast in the broken ice. 


As a check on this deadly commer- 


cial pursuit,, during the last three 
years the Norwegian government has 
prohibited the killing of polar bears 
by poison in the Spitzbergen islands. 
Unfortunately, however,' as the land 
belongs to nobody, the hunters gen- 
erally do not care for this, for there 
is no police authority on this sport to 
control them. 


During the last three years there 


hare been comparatively few skins of 
polar bears atTromsoe and Hammer- 
fest, although those cities are the prin- 
cipal markets for them. As it is known 
with certainty that the polar bear 
wanders, it may be possible that it 
again exists at the old capture places, 
so that a larger number may be caught 
again, but it' is very "doubtful. One 
thing is sure, however, and that is 
that the polar bear is far less numer- 
ous now on the east coast of Green- 
land and Spitzbergen than was the 
case between 1860 and 1880.

Anybody who has seen the utterly op- 
posed stories told by honest wit- 
nesses in court, noticed how the sim- 
plest event is distorted as the tale of it 
passes from mouth to mouth, how dif- 
ficult it is to trace, say, the movements 
of a single regiment in war, will both- 
er his head mighty little about the 
veracity of historians. He will pre- 
fer a brilliant poet like LJvy or 
Froude to the whole modern race of 
Records 
Office 
and copying clerk 


Dryasdusts. /'Take the best ten re- 
porters or best ten members of the 
American Historical association and 
send them to a dinner or a dog fight 
There will be at least ten histories 
of that feeding or fighting and none 
of 'em will be more than approxi- 
mately true."

To Charles the Twelfth of Sweden 


I owe much of what has stood me in 
best stead all my life. It was nearly 
thirty years ago, when but a boy, that 
I bought his life for a penny. I took 
it home and devoured it. It made a 
great impression on me. Not his wars, 
but the Spartan heroism of his char- 
acter. He inspired mo with the idea 
of triumphing over physical weakness, 
weariness and pain. To inure his body 
to bear all manner of hardships in-

The annual catch of polar beara la 
dacreaalna every year, because those 
animate are now being hunted about 
twice or throe times as much as they 
were thirty or forty yeara ago, says 
Loren* Hagen back In the Zoological 
Society Bulletin. From Tromsoe alone 
II veaaela outfitted for Spitsbergen 
and Kast Greenland In 1913; and be- 
aides other thinga they have brought 
back aeven live polar beara, 125 dead 
ones and 200 reindeer, Counting tho 
vessels leaving 
from 
Hammerfeat, 
Wadsoe and a few less Important 
towns also, about 100 veaaela left Eu­ 
rope In 1913 for the purpose of the 
capture of northern animals. Many ol 
these vessels are provided now with 
motorboats, so as to be able to pene­ 
trate farther into the Ice. 


In former yeara there were two to 
three large tourists' vessels leaving 
the port of Tromsoe for the purpose 
of hunting polar bears. Usually they 
wero hired by riclF Englishmen, Ger* 
mans or Austrians, and brought back 
from 40 to GO polar bears shot within 
five or six weeks* time. 


During the last few years the cap* 
ture of polar bears near the east coast 
of Greenland has so greatly decreased 
that in 1913 only one vessel with tour* 
ists was sent there. The other vessels 
are lying idle, and it is not worth 
while to equip them. * 


Sinco 1890 a number of bear hunt 
ers from Tromsoe and Hammerfest 
have established hunting stations for 
the winter month» on the Spltzbergen 
Islands. 
They consist of wooden 
houses, located at a distance of 100 
or 200 kilometers from each other and 
there are either two or three men at 
each station. 
These men set traps 
and also lay .out poisoned meat or 
seal's bacon. One must reckon, how« 
ever, that fully one-half of the ani- 
mala killed through poison In this way 
are loat, as the polar bear has the 
habit of drawing near the water if he 
feels sick. 
Thus it happens that the 
aick animals are drowned or frozen 
fast In the broken ice. 


As a check on this deadly commer­ 
cial pursuit, during the last three 
years the Norwegian government has 
prohibited the killing of polar beara 
by poison in the Spltzbergen islanda. 
Unfortunately, however,' as the land 
belongs to nobody, the hunters gen­ 
erally do not care for this, for there 
is no police authority on this sport to 
control them. 


During the last three years there 
have been comparatively few skins of 
polar bears at Tromsoe and Hammer* 
fest, although those cities are the prin­ 
cipal markets for them. As it is known 
with certainty that the polar bear 
wanders, it may be possible that it 
again exists at the old capture places, 
so that a larger number may be caught 
again, but it la very 'doubtful. 
One 
thing is sure, however, and that is 
that the polar bear is far less numer­ 
ous now on the east coast of Green­ 
land and Spltzbergen than waa the 
case between 1860 and 1880.

Vancouver, B. C.—From ihe West 


river near Hong Kong, China, the 
Canadian Pacific railway liner, Em- 
press of Japan, brought a story of 
piracy and a bloody battle -by night 
aboard the British steamer Talon. 


On April 27, 1913, the Taion was 


seized and looted by pirates at the 
point on West river, where one~year 
later to the day the piratical attack 
just reported here was made. 


On April 27, 1914. the Taion cleared 


from Hong Kong for Kongmoon with 
general cargo, a crew of 40 Chinese 
and 363 passengers. The vessel was 
commanded by Captain Weatherell, 
with Chief Officer Evans and Engineer 
T. D. McCartney, who was on the 
steamer at the time of the first pirati- 
cal attack a year ago. 
t 


At' about ten o'clock at night, April 


27, off Kai Au, while the captain was 
asleep in his cabin, several score of 
pirates that had come aboard as pas- 
sengers, appeared on the decks with 
Mauser rifles in their hands. 


Frightened cries from the other 


Chinese aroused Captain Weatherell. 
Seizing a shotgun, he leaped for the 
bridge, reaching it a moment in ad- 
vance of the first pirate to seek the 
point of vantage 
The captain shot 


him through the stomach and the body 
rolled back upon his climbing fellows 
behind. 


For the moment the dash of the 


armed Chinese was halted, and in that 
moment Captain Weathereil was joined 
by the mate and engineer and two 
Portuguese guards. As fast as they 
could reload their weapons they fired 
into the ruck of squirming figures 
that appeared, fell back in the dark- 
ness and appeared again at the bridge 
rail. Across the floor of the bridge 
dashed a figure, screaming with rage 
and pain, and the fingers of two talon- 
like hands closed in a wounding clutch 
on the throat of the engineer. Cap- 
tain Weatherell whirled and fired with 
hasty aim. Several shots from the 
weapon raked through McCartney's 
hip, but the mass of the load struck 
and shattered the pirate's skull. 


Abandoning the attack on the 


bridge, which already had cost them 
14 dead and many wounded, the pirate 
hordes withdrew to the lower deck. 
They stopped the engines and put the

steering gear out of commission. Then, 
in their rage, they gave up all hope of 
profit from their attack in their lust 
for revenge 


Breaking open tins of kerosene in 


the hold, drenching the cargo, the 
pirates set fire to the ship. In a few 
minutes the Taion was wrapped in 
sheets of flame Out of the smoke 
which poured over the rails, swarms 
of Chinese, pirates and prisoners, 
leaped into the sea 


On the bridge, where the fight had 


been fought and won, the five men 
still stood, sending up rocket signals 
of distress. 
Then, as three steamers 


responding to the signals came mto 
view, the two Portuguese sprang over- 
board. For a little longer the three 
Britishers, choked by the smoke and 
tortured by the heat, clung to the blis- 
tering rail and shouted advice to the 
struggling passengers. Evans seized 
an oar and plunged into the sea. He 
did not reappear. Then thp engineer 
and the captain Jumped. Both were 
saved as were the Portuguese. The 
Taion was burned to the water line 
and sank. 


The three rescue steamer* were the 


Shun Lee, the Wo Kwai and Shin On 
Hoi Sang. Their boats saved rnout of 
the Chinese passenger*, as well as the 
four white men.

THE SEASONABLE BERRIES.

At the different berries of which we 


are all to fond, appear, let us serf* 


them in a variety of at- 
tractive ways so that 
they will always seem a 
new dish. 


Currant Pudding.— Put 


a cupful of tapioca In a 
small strainer and let 
cold water run through 
It to cleanse It; pour 
boiling water over It and 
cook in a double boiler 


until the tapioca is transparent; add 
a fourth of a teaspoonful of salt and 
stir often while' cooking. Pick over 
a quart of ripe currants, wash and 
drain, then sprinkle with two cupfule 
of sugar, turn the tapioca over them 
and set away to cool. Serve ice cold 
with cream. 


Raspberry Sandwiches — Cut sponge 


cake into pieces of suitable size for 
serving individually, and split each 
piece. Have ready a box of red rasp- 
berries, slightly crushed; put the ber- 
ries between and above each layer, 
dust the top thickly with powdered su- 
gar and serve with whipped cream. 


Raspberry Ice — Sprinkle one quart 


of berries with one cupful of sugar, 
cover and let stand two hours. Wash 
and squeeze through a cheese cloth. 
Add one cupful of cold water and lem- 
on juice to taste; then freeze. 


Gloucester Blueberry Cake — Cream 


four tablespoonfuls of butter, add one- 
half cup of sugar and add one beaten 
egg and a fourth of a teaspoonful of 
salt; dissolve a half teaspoonful of 
soda in a half cupful of sour milk, add 
this; sift two cupfuls of flour, reserv- 
ing a fourth of a cupful to cover the 
berries. Mix all together and add the 
floured berries. Bake in a shallow pan 
In a hot oven 30 minutes. Serve bro- 
ken, 
not cut. 


Frozen Cherries — Boll a cupful of 


sugar and two cupfuls of water about 
ten minutes, add two cupfuls of cherry 
pulp that has been put thrbugh a col- 
ander. Pour Into a freezer, freeze and 
serve with a large cherry on top. 


A delicious sauce is made with 


cream, a half cupful, and a glass of 
currant jelly, whipped until smooth. 
Pour this around any sweet pudding. 
like enowballs or any simple dough 
mixture, steamed.

Take other currants and crush them, 
and let , simmer slowly to extract all 
the juice, strain this and cook until 
thick with sugar, add the prepared 
currants and scald in the jelly, then 
seal in glasses 
A few of these large 


currants to a glass will make the 
jelly most delicious. 


Jellied Chicken. — Three cupfuls of 


minced chicken, two small red or 
green peppers, one-fourth of a cupful 
of celery hearts chopped fine, four ta- 
blespoonfuls of gelatin, one-half cup- 
ful of cold water, one-fourth of a cup- 
ful of vinegar and salt and paprika 
to taste. When the cooked chicken 
has cooled enough to handle cut the 
most desirable meat into small bits 
and pour over some of the stock and 
set aside until needed. Prepare the 
peppers and celery and stir into the 
minced chicken. 
Add the cold water 


of the gelatin, skim fat from the 
stock and take off all that is clear, 
heat the stock and the vinegar togeth- 
er, add a bit of onion Juice, salt and 
pepper, and when boiling hot, pour 
over tho gelatin. 
Pour together into 


a mold, and let sit In ice chest until 
the next day to set firmly. Unmold on 
lettuce leaves.

Pick over 
a quart of ripe currants» wash and 
drain, then aprinkle with two cupfula 
of sugar» turn the tapioca over them 
and set away to cool. Serve Ice cold 
with cream. 


Raapberry Sandwiches—Cut sponge 
cake Into pieces of suitable size for 
serving individually, and split each 
piece. Have ready a box of red rasp* 
berries, slightly crushed; put the ber­ 
ries between and above each layer» 
dust the top thickly with powdered su­ 
gar and serve with whipped cream. 


Raapberry Ice—Sprinkle one quart 
of berries with one cupful of sufar, 
cover and let stand two hours. Wash 
and squeeze through a cheese cloth.

The moat commonplace and familial 


facts are often bard to explain. Wa 
see things happening constantly about 
aa and yet nerer stop to consider 
whether we understand them or not 
Hunger is an example. 


Every one knows that If you fa 


without food for six or eight hours 
you will feel a "gnawing" sensation la 
the pit of the stomach persistently de- 
manding food. The cause of this haa 
been often explained, but not satis- 
factorily, and as often contradicted. 


Dr. William B. Cannon of the Har- 


vard Medical school haa Just com- 
pleted a series of experiments which 
have demonstrated the direct cause 
of the "gnawing" sensation. First of 
all h* Bbownd »h«» distinction between 
appetite 
and hunger. Appetite is 


evoked by the odor of savory food or 
by partaking of bitters. It may con- 
tinue long after actual hunger la en- 
tirely satiated. 


Hunger is distinctly a sensation. It 


frequently is felt when the system is 
really over-supplied with food and 
conversely it may be appeased by a 
very small amount of 
food 
even 


though the system is emaciated. 


If food is altogether withheld for 


an Indefinite period the sensation of 
hunger disappears after the third day, 
and does not return again even 
though the patient dies by starvation^ 
This is a relief to many persona, to 
feel that starvation, though dreadful 
and ghastly in its consequences, is not 
necessarily painful. 


Dr. Cannon's X-ray experiments 


showed that under normal conditions 
when the stomach has been empty 
for a few hours it has a tendency to 
spasmodic contractions lasting for a 
minute or more with intervening pe- 
riods of relaxation. And these peri- 
ods of muscular action were shown 
to correspond exactly with the feel- 
ing of the sensation of hunger. 
The 


results of the experiment show plain- 
ly that mere emptiness of the stom- 
ach is not the direct cause of hun- 
ger, but that this muscular action is. 


Suspension Bridge Is Shifted. 


An important feat of unusual diffi- 


culty has just been performed by the 
department of bridges in shifting the 
cables of the Williamsburg brldjge 
from supporting steel pins of ten 
inches in diameter, twenty-eight inches 
In length and one thousand pounds in 
weight to nickel steel bar of thirteen 
inches in diameter, forty and one-half 
inches in length and eighteen hun- 
dred pounds in weight—all with less 
than two hours' interruption to rail 
and vehicle traffic. This terminates a 
work of almost three years, by which* 
the longest suspension bridge in the 
world has been rehung, with addition* 
al trusses, uprights and cross beams, 
exactly 
doubling 
Us 
supporting 


strength. 
The changes became nee* 


essary 
through the 
new subway 


scheme of which the Williamsburg 
bridge is to be the central link. Th« 
span carries six tracks, two for sub" 
way or,elevated and four for street 
cars.—New York Letter to the Pitta 
burgh Dispatch. 


Vesuvius Still Hotter. 


The temperature inside ML Ve- 


suvius, which is unascertainable by 
ordinary thennometrical methods, haa 
recently been measured in noVel fash* 
ion by the Munich geologist, Store, 
who descended the crater of the vol- 
cano for the purpose. 


He dropped a thin wire cable with 


an iron weight at the end into the 
crater. Affixed to the wire were metal 
cylinders made of lead, zinc and anti- 
mony, which melt respectively at tem- 
peratures of 626. 788 and 1,166 do- 
.grees Fahrenheit. 


Having been let down into tho 


mouth of the volcano, the lead melted 
at a depth of 33 feet, the zinc at 49 
feet and the antimony at ITS feet 4 
inches. 


A yellow smoke vent inside ths 


crater had a temperature of only 294 
degrees in 1911, 627 degrees in 1912. 
and 782 degrees in 1913. 
From this 
' 


fact it is concluded that a fresh out* 
break of Vesuvius may be imminent 
—New York Sun.

Bvery one hnowe that If you ga 
without food for sis or eight houra ^ 
you will feel a “gnawing” sensation la 
the pit of tha stomach persletsntly de­ 
manding food. Tbe eaaae of this haa 
been often explained, bat aot satte- 
factorlly, and as often ooatradlcted. 


Dr. William B. Cannon ef the Har> 
vard Medical school haa last coat 
plated a seriee of experlmeata which 
have demonstrated the direct cauaa 
of tha "gnawing*’ sensation. First of 
all he showed the distinction betweeft 
appetite and hunger. 
Appetite la 
evohed by the odor of savory food or 
by partahlng of bitters. It may co» 
tlnue long after actual hunger la en­ 
tirely satiated. 


Hangar Is distinctly a sensation. It 
frequently is felt whea tha system la 
really over-supplied with food aad 
conversely It may be appeased by a 
very small amount of food even 
though the system Is emaciated. 


If food Is altogether withheld for 
an Indefinite period the sensstlon of 
hunger disappears after the third day. 
and does not return again even 
though the petlent dies by starvation^ 
This is a relief to meny persons, to 
feel that starvation, though dreadful 
and ghastly In Its consequencea, la not 
necesssrily painful. 


Dr. 
Cannon's X-ray experiments 
showed that under normal conditions 
when the stomach has been empty 
for a few hours It baa a tendency to 
spasmodic contractions lasting for n 
minute or more with intervening pe­ 
riods of relaxation. 
And these peri­ 
ods of muscular action were shown 
to correspond exactly with the feel­ 
ing of tbe sensation of hunger. The 
results of the experiment show plain­ 
ly that mere emptiness of the stom­ 
ach Is not the direct cause of hun­ 
ger, but that this muscular action la. 


Suspension Bridge le Shifted. 


An important feat of unusual difl- 
culty hss just been performed by tho 
department of bridges In shifting the 
cables of the Williamsburg bridge 
from supporting steel pins of ten 
Inches In diameter, twenty-eight lnchea 
in length and one thousand pounds in 
weight to nickel steel bar of thirteen 
inchas in diameter, forty and one-half 
Inches in length and eighteen bun. 
dred pounds in weight—all with leea 
then two hours' Interruption to rail 
and vehicle tragic. This termlnatee a 
work of almost three years, by which* 
the longest suspension bridge in tho 
world bss been rehung, with addition­ 
al trusses, uprights and cross bee me, 
exactly 
doubling 
Its 
supporting 
strength. 
Tbe changes became neo*

through 
the 
new 
subway 
scheme of which the Williamsburg 
bridge is to be the central link. The 
span carries six tracks, two for sub 
way or elerated and four for street 
cars.—New York Letter to tbe Pitta 
burgh Dispatch. 


Vesuvius Still Hotter. 


Tbe temperature Inside Mt Vo 
suvlus, which Is unascertalnable by 
ordinary thermometrlcal methods, haa 
recently been measured In noVel faah> 
ion by tbe Munich geologist, Stors, 
who descended the crater of tha vol. 
cano for tbe purpose. 


He dropped a thin wire cable with 
an iron weight at tha end Into tha 
crater. Affixed to the wire were metal 
cylinders msde of lead, zinc and anti­ 
mony, which melt respectively at tea»< 
poratures of 629, 788 and 1,166 d» 
.grees Fahrenheit. 


Having been let down into tbe 
mouth of tbe volcano, the lead melted 
at a depth of 33 feet, tbe slno at 49 
feet and tha antimony at 1T5 feet d 
Inches. 


▲ yellow smoke vent inside the 
crater had a temperature of only 296 
degrees in 1911, 627 degreea In 1911, 
and 782 degrees in 1913. 
From thla 
fsct it is concluded that a fresh out* 
break of Vesuvius may be Imminent 
—New York Sun.

Some of them 
frankly confessed that they feared 
disorder in the closing hours of the 
business. 


, There were 107 saloons in Charles 


ton up until last Saturday, in addition 
to three breweries. By their closing 
800 men will he thrown out of employ 
ment in the city alone. 


In the state there were 500 saloons, 


twelve breweries .and one distillery, 
employing more than 3000 men. The 
total investment in the state in liquor 
interests is estimated, at $10,000,000 
The loss in revenue to the state win 
be $650,000, and this will be made up 
by direct levy. 


The new law affects not only the sa 


loons, breweries, etc., but the club" 
and hotels must go also. 


With West Virginia added, the list 


of prohibition states will he: Georgia 
Kansas, 
Maine, Misoissippi, North 


Carolina, North Dakota, Oklahoma 
Tennessee and West Virginia.

West Virginia Joins the “Dry” Ranks. 


At midnight on Tuesday West Vir 
flnia passed into the ranks of the 
“dry” states» under the provisions of 
the prohibition amendment accepted 
at the last election by a majority of 
92,000 votes. 


There was some disorder in the big 
cities. The first tragedy reported was 
in Charleston, where Charles 
Whit 
tington was beaten to death in the 
rear of a saloon. 


Many saloonkeepers antfcipated the 
enforcement of the prohibition amend* 
ment Monday night by closing their 
places in the morning. Some of them 
frankly confessed that they feared 
disorder in the closing hours of the 
business* 


.There were 107 saloons in Charles­ 
ton up until last Saturday, in addition 
to three breweries. By their closing 
800 men will be thrown out of employ 
ment in the city alone. 


In the state there were 500 saloons, 
twelve breweries ,and one distillery, 
employing more than 3000 men, The 
total investment in the state in liquor 
interests is estimated, at $10,000,000. 
The loss in revenue to the state will 
fee $650,000, and this will be made up 
by direct levy. 


The new law affects not only the sa 
loons, breweries, etc,, but the clubs 
and hotels must go also.
